Although the 350 acres which comprise Bar Hill became a 
parish in its own right on 1st April 1966, the village, with its 
residents and institutions, took shape a year later: 

• 24th May 1967: the first residents, Mr & Mrs Bob Burry, 
moved into 58 Acorn Avenue. 

• 1st October 1967: members of Bar Hill Church met 
together for the first time at 19 Acorn Avenue. [Events 
appertaining to the 50th Anniversary of the Church can 
be found on pages 6-7.] 

• 20th October 1967: the inaugural meeting of the Bar Hill 
Residents' Association, attended by seven residents; 

• December 1967: the Bar Hill News was first published. 

The year 2017, therefore, marks the 50th anniversary of 
when Bar Hill became a village rather than a legal entity. To 
mark this, a series of events are planned to take place 
during the year.
